In opening the case for the prose- 
cution before the Police Magistrate 
Sir Archibald Bodkin said:

It is impossible and contrary to British prin- 
ciples and traditional policies, but, if possible, the cost 


would forbid it. His plan is to let the Russians work

out their own salvation, with aid and encouragement 
from allied nations 

In his earnest plea that the peace conference be let 
alone to work-out its great task without interference or 
exorbitant demands or discord-making and destructive 
attacks and criticisms, he assailed forces in Britain that 
parallel our own destructive and discordant forces which 
have tried to discredit and hamper President Wilson. 

Lloyd George declared this sort of attack and criticism, 
which tended to arouse the passions of the peoples, set 
one against another and encourage the enemy by fo-
